The Department of Musical Arts of The Cleveland Museum of Art will present 
an organ recital on Friday ^ April 23 at 8:30 p«m . in the Gartner Auditorium ^ The 
recital will be played by Karel Paukert ^ present curator of the department of 
Musical Arts, to honor the late curator^ Walter Blodgett who died on October 25, 
1975. 


Mr. Blodgett was appointed Curator of the Department of Musical Arts of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art in the fall of 1941 where he remained until retirement in 
September 1974. During that time he gave countless organ recitals, orchestra and 
choir concerts. He organized festivals of baroque music, a Brahms Festival, a 
cycle of the complete works of J. S. Bach for organ as well as his May Festival 
of Contemporary Music at the Cleveland Museum of Art. He was player, teacher, 
conductor, historian and entrepreneur. He served as organist and choir director 
at St. James Episcopal Church, Epworth -Euclid Methodist Church, The First Unitarian 
Church and St. Paul*s Episcopal Church. He taught music at Western Reserve University, 
The Cleveland Institute of Music and following his retirement from the Museum, was 
Dean of Faculty at the Cleveland Music School Settlement. 

For this recital Mr. Paukert will play "Five Meditations of the Apocalypse" 
by French organist Jean Langlais, who was a long-time friend of Mr. Blodgett’s; 

Partita in the form of variations on "Es ist ein Schnitter, heisst der Tod" by 
Johann Nepomuk David; and a composition by Klaus George Roy entitled "Introitus 
in Coelum - Walter Blodgett".
